Applicant argues the 1 02(b) and 1 03(a) rejection of the claims under Avellanet and Avellanet in view of Palermo, specifically arguging 
Avellanet does not disclose, teach, or fairly suggest the angle between the wire strands and the longitudinal central axis being from 10 to 
45 degrees. 

The Examiner disagrees, maintains the rejections, and notes the following: 

Avellanet discloses in Figures 1,4,8, and 9 an angle between a multifilament wire and a longitudinal central asxis being approximately 45 
degrees, similar to Figure Applicant's Figure 1A. 

Moreover, Avellanet discloses shortening and/or lengthening the lay length or pitch of the wire, as best seen in Figure 1, to adjust the 
flexbility of the guidewire for traversing tortuous vasculature (column 5 lines 1-36). By configuring the lay length, the helically wrapped 
wire strands as disclosed by Avellanet is capable of having an angle between the wire strands and the longitudinal central axis of 10 to 45 
degrees. 
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
